To the casual 
visitor IJOUÍS' appearance is unchanged 
and his demeanor the same as usual"; 
but yesterday the jail authorities no- 
ticed he was growing i?erious and med- 
itative, and there was less of levity in 
his action and intercourse with his 
fellow prisoners. 
The priests of the 
Catholic church visit him daily, but 
they express little or no hope of bring- 
ing him to a proper view of his po- 
sition. 


Guetig's case was yesterday submit- 
ted to the supreme court. 
At about 
11 o'clock Maj. Gordon asked the 
grivilege of addressing the judges for 
ve minutes, and spoke for fifty 
minutes, closing just as the court was 
about rising for the noon adjourment. 
The opinion of the supreme court 
Will be written 
by Judge Bid- 
die, who, it will be remembered, 
was the author of the decision 
which granted Guetig his sccond trial. 
Public comment does not seem favor- 
able to Guetig's chances for any fur- 
ther comfort from the supreme court. 
The decision may be looked for on 
Thursday, and there is no probability 
of a reprieve being applied for.

At Solon, 
the first stop after leaving Cleveland, 
a large crowd had gathered to catch a 
glimpse of the president and Gen. 
Sherman, both of whom appeared on 
the platform of the car. 


At Eavittsburg the party were met 
by the reception committee, compos 
ed of the most prominent men of Ma- 
honing county. 
An immense crowd 
liad assembled. 


At Warren as the train palled into 
the depot a salute was fired. The 
president appeared at the rear door in 
his car and bowed to the crowd as the 
train moved slowly ottt of the depot. 


At Niles a very large cyowdwis^ iif 
waiting 
and a salute' was* fired. 
Immense crowds were in waiting for 
the excursion train Which closely fol- 
lowed the regular train at all stiitions 
between Youngstown and Cleveland. 
It seems as if the Mahoning Valley 
was emptying its population into 
Youngstown to do honor to the distin- 
guished visitors. 
At Youngstown 
a salute was fired as the train drew 
into the station. 
The president and 
party were met at the depot with a 
guard of honor, composed of members 
of his old command, and escorted to 
the public square, where the president 
was introduced by Cai>t.

Ham- 
ilton shot three of the mutineers with 
his revolver and killed two with his 
saber.

His body had not been 
found.

Be it ordained by Ihe com- 
mon council of the city of Fort 
Wayne

He had lost three 
children.
